Entering his home he found his father, sitting 
at the dining room table with his papers scattered around him 
ashe worked. The father and son were pals and as he came in 
the former said to the boy: ‘‘Well, Pard, how are you?’’ The 
youth replied: ‘‘To tell you the truth I’m plain discouraged. 
I’m going to give up trying to be a lawyer.”’ 

‘*What for?’’ asked the father, in his blunt way. ‘‘I’m not 
getting anywhere,’’ was the reply. ‘‘Tonight, Father, I 
eouldn’t even buy my girl a soda not to mention taking her to 
a show. Here I am getting two dollars a week while Jim gets 
thirty dollars every week. I’m getting sick of it.’’ 

The father, noted for his common sense and understanding 
of life, took off his glasses, thought a moment, then said to his 
boy: ‘‘Pard, I don’t believe I’d give up now. It’s true that 
Jim is getting $30 a week and you only two, but let me tell you, 
Son, in a few short years Jim will still be making $30 a week 
while you will be making $30 a day. Keep on going’’. 

The discouraged boy climbed the stairs wearily to bed, 
thinking as he had never thought before. ‘‘My father has al- 
ways told me the truth. He wouldn’t fool me now, I know. 
Thirty dollars a day? Suppose he were right!”’ 

He pulled off his clothes and tumbled into bed firmly re- 
solved to carry on in his law career. Peace stole over him as 
he fell asleep. Today he is an outstanding lawyer honored in 
his profession and, best of all, his father lived to see the day 
when his prediction came true.

“More For Your Money!” 


Shocking news to many of us Was the recent report of the 
U. 8. Bureau of Home Economics that approximately one out 
of every four families in the United States subsists on a diet 
imadequate to maintain average good health! 

What to do about it? The Brookings Institution, one of the 
eountry’s most authoritative bodies of economic research, sug- 
gests an answer to this alarming state of underconsumption af- 
ter making four exhaustive surveys into the knotty problem of 
America’s capacity to produce and consume. 

These surveys unearthed the startling fact that if every 
American family is to get enough goods and services to main- 
tain what the Department of Agriculture calls a reasonable 
standard of living, our national ‘‘productive machine’’ would 
have to produce double what it did in 1929! 

If all Americans are to have a well balanced, nutritive diet 
we must have, adds the Department of Agriculture, 108 per cent 
more butter, 53 per cept more milk, 43 per cent more eggs, 79 
per cent more fresh vegetables than were produced in 1929! 
And to supply only part of these needs, we would need 40,- 
000,000 extra acres above the 1933 plantings! 

The only way to bridge this great gap between what we need 
to produce ‘and the far smaller amount we actually do pro- 
duce is to lower the cost of goods per item, according to the 


_ Brookings economists. Why? Because not enough people have 


enough money to spend for the things they want. There is no 
doubt that high prices reduce consumption of all kinds of com- 
modities—whether they be farm products or manufactured 
goods. Instead of curtailing production it would seem the wise 
thing to sell at a somewhat less figure and thus greatly in- 
erease the consumption: Greater consumption means more peo- 
ple working and in the long run the net returns are as great 
for the producer as when goods are sold at higher prices and 
im much smaller quantities. : 

Then, too, the lower selling price enables American industry 
to compete with other nations to much better advantage. There 
is no doubt that one of the reasons for the worse conditions 
which have been existing for several months is high prices— 
prices that are so high most people cannot buy as much as they 
would like.

California unemployment reserves 
commission. The program is 
jointly administered by the state 
‘and Federal governments. 
50,000 Checks 

The number of weekly checks 
to be issued by the commission 
' will be as high as 50,000 for sev- 
eral weeks, said James L. Mat- 
thews, chairman.

Following registration of an 
unemployed worker at an office 
of the California state employ- 
ment service, one of which is lo- 
cated at 352 Court street in San 
Bernardino, the worker myst not 


the next four weeks. The Afth 
week will be the first compensa- 
' ble week. The law requires cer- 
tification by the unemployed 
worker to the effect that he has 
not earned money during the fifth 
week. 
Benefits Outlined 

Should a worker not receive 
employment during the fifth week, 
he is entitled to one week’s com- 
pensation. If, however, the em- 
ploye secures a position during 
the sixth week he. will .still re- 
ceive his check for benefits for 
the fifth week. 

Unemployed workers mfay. re- 
ceive checks for 16: weeks of un- 
employment during a year. Only 
those workers who have paid the 
payroll tax into the fund are eli- 
gible to receive the insurance pay- 
ments. 

Unemployed workers will re- 
ceive 50 per cent of their weekly 
wage, or a maximum of $15 and 
an um of $7. Payments in- 
to the fund are required where 
four or more workers are em- 
ployed in one establishment. 

Taxes Increased 

Last year, the workers were 
required to pay 1 per cent of 
their salaries into the unemploy- 
ment fund. This year, 2 per cent 
is required and next year and 
thereafter, 3 per cent will be 
paid. The amounts are matched 
equally by the employer. 

Payments of the fund are not 
made to farm workers, domestic 
workers, city, county, state .or 
Federal government employes. 
No tax is levied against them.
